If a tax bill emerges from

lation. This means that the 
legislators would either have 
to take or Jeave the bill as it 
is, yoting on the tax package 
oe if comes out of the Commit- 

ee, 
_ If tax legislation passes the 
House of Representatives, it 
would then go to the Senate 
Commmittee on Finance. Fav- 
orable action by the Senate 
would then, of course, move the 
legislation to the President’s 
desk for signature into law, 

As it sets up, this matter of 
fax legislation w#till has a long 
way to go. How long it will take
